May it please Your Excellency, 

We, the Commissioners of National Education in Ireland, 
have the honour to submit to Your Excellency this our Eighty- 
third Report. In this report the statistics of attendance, num- 
bers on the rolls, etc., in the schools, are for the year ended the 
31st December, 1916, the financial statements are for the year 
ended the 31st March, 1917, and the general information is 
brought up to the 31st December, 1917. 

Notwithstanding the adverse circumstances which have un- War 
favourably affected education in the third year of the War, the 
attendance of the pupils at the national schools has on the whole tmns - 
been well maintained. The actual falling-off in the num- 
bers in average attendance was slight, amounting to a diminution 
of 5,665 pupils as compared with 1915. This represents a 
decrease in the centesimal proportion of pupils in attendance to 
pupils enrolled from 71-5 to 70-7, this latter figure being some- 
what lower than any recorded for the past eight years. The 
supply of teachers for the schools was, however, all things con-

sidered, well up to the average, the number of candidates for 
admission to the training colleges in 1910 showing on increase 
on the previous year. 

In the matter of school buildings the stoppage of Treasury 
grants, added to the higher wages of labour and the greatly in- 
creased cost of materials, has caused a general suspension of 
work throughout the country. This is the more to be deplored 
inasmuch as the number of schoolrhouses which are unsuitable 
for teaching purposes owing. to age, inadequate equipment or dis- 
repair, is still very considerable. In a small number of very 
urgent cases we have been empowered to make building grants, 
and small sums have been allotted for the temporary repair of a 
few existing' buildings in order to obviate the necessity of making 
immediate grants for new houses. It is a further matter for re- 
gret that loans for the building of residences for the teachers 
have had to be suspended for the duration of the War. 

In response to a request from the Government the fine new 
buildings at Glasnevin, Dublin, known as Marlborough Hall, 
which have been used since their erection in 1908 as the resi- 
dence of the men King’s Scholars of our Training College at 
Marlborough Street, have been temporarily transferred to the 
War Department for hospital purposes and have been occupied 
since April, 1917, by the Irish Counties War Hospital Com- 
mittee. The King’s Scholars have in the meantime been housed 
in temporary premises at Winton Road and in two other houses 
in that neighbourhood.

The introduction of far-reaching proposals for the improvement 
of elementary education in England, necessitating a substantial 
increase in Parliamentary grants for the purpose, called atten- 
tion last year to the need for further provision for national 
education in this country, and we were invited by the Irish 
Government in April, 1917, to submit proposals for the improve- 
ment of our system. In considering this question we felt 
strongly that the amount of money to be voted for Irish education 
should not be determined by a calculation of an equivalent for a 
sum to be spent in England but should be limited only by what 
might be necessary to secure for Irish children advantages not 
less than those provided by the State for English pupils. We 
pressed this view on the Irish Government and had reason to 
hope that this principle would be adopted as a basis for fixing the 
amount of the Irish grant.

t ThS nnT®! 8 whiph we P laoed befoi ’e the Government in 
June, 1917, after careful and anxious consideration were two- 
fold. We recognised on the one hand that the emoluments of 
national teachers were in general much too low and that the 
major portion of any additional moneys granted by Parliament 
would be most properly devoted to an all-round improvement in 
teachers’ salaries. On the other hand we were anxious to secure 
those extensions of our system in the direction of the establish- 
ment of higher grade schools and continuation classes and the 
provision of instruction for pupils in woodwork and garden- 
ing in rural districts, which we have so frequently pressed on the 
attention of the Treasury in recent years. On the question of 
improving the teachers’ salaries we had submitted to the Irish 
Government in June, 1914, a scheme based on the re- 
commendations of the Vice-Regal Committee of the previous 
year, but it was not accepted. The scheme of 1917 
differed from that of 1914 inasmuch as it comprised a 
considerable increase, amounting roughly to 40 per cent., in the 
initial salaries fixed for the various grades, but, like the scheme 
of 1914, it included provision for annual increments in each 
grade (automatic during efficient service), a shortening by one- 
third of the period of service necessary to reach the maximum 
salary, and the complete abolition of the restrictions upon the 
number of teachers that might be recognised in each grade above 
the third. We further proposed a special bonus for the prin- 
cipal teachers of large and important schools with an average 
attendance of 140 pupils or above, of which there are about 300 
(exclusive of convent and monastery schools paid by capitation 
rate). 

Increases of salary were also put forward for the conductors 
of convent and monastery schools paid by capitation, but we 
regret that the Government did not see its way to accede fully 
to our request. 

We laid these and other detailed proposals before the Irish 
Government in the month of June, 1917, but it was not until 
early in December that we received the scheme as finally drafted 
by the Irish Government and sanctioned by the Treasury. While 
it is true that the main outlines of the system adopted by the 
Government follow the lines of our proposals, the substitution 
of considerably lower figures in the grade salaries has greatly 
diminished the advantages of the scheme as a whole, and in the 
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case of many assistant teachers, has left them for the present 
' least either as they were or very little better oft than hitherto. 
Under 'the sanctioned scheme assistants no longer recede any 
share of the residual capitation grant and the new grade salaries 
a e regarded as including the bonuses to which ftese teachers 
were entitled under the Irish Education Act of 189-2. The. new 
salaries do not in our opinion sufficiently compensate the assist- 
ants for the discontinuance of the grants re erred to and, acoord- 
Z ly we made special representations to the Irish Government 
ftB to the insufficiency of the provision made tor increasing the 
incomes of assistant teachers. It is a matter or regret that our 
request that this grave defect in the scheme should be remedied 
has not been complied with. There is of course provision made 
in the scheme for special bonuses of £6 or £10 per annum for 
assistants who have reached the maximum of third grade but 
have failed to qualify on the new conditions for promotion to 
second grade. Similar bonuses have been provided for third 
grade principals of schools with average attendances of nob less 
than twenty pupils, who are not eligible for promotion to second 

grade. 

Although beyond doubt the new scheme of salaries will 
materially increase the incomes of the majority of the teachers 
we are convinced that any sum which falls short of toe amount 
necessary to finance the scheme submitted by us, will fail to 
secure the end we proposed in formulating that scheme— viz., to 
make adequate provision for the educational needs of the pupils 
in the schools under the system for the administration of which 
we are responsible. 


In addition to the benefit of the new scale of salaries, we have 
Bonus to recently been enabled to increase the amounts paid in respect of 
Teachers war bonus to recognised principal and assistant teachers, with 
the exception of those ranking in first section of first grade. 
This increase took effect from 1st December, 1917. We made 
representations to the Government in favour of the teachers in 
first section of first grade and also of the conductors of the con- 
vent schools paid by capitation and their lay assistants, but our 
efforts proved ineffectual. 

Other It is a matter of disappointment to us that our proposals for 
propo- granta to principal teachers in lien of residences, the discon- 
Snh ' tinuance of the practice of requiring contributions from teachers 
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towards the pension fund (the entire cost of the pension to 
be met from State sources as in the case of civil servants! tor 
the establishment of day continuation schools and advanced 
classes m ordinary national schools, as well as for several other 
improvements m our system, have not been acceded to, and we 
trust that these proposals will receive favourable consideration in 
the near future, m view of their great importance for the welfare 
of the country. We propose shortly tq lay before Your Excel- 
lency suggestions for the amendment of the compulsory attend- 
ance clauses of the Irish Education Act, 1892, which we consider 
to be a matter of urgent necessity if the conditions of education 
are to be ameliorated. 

One hundred and seventy-one school gardens were recognised School 
m the school year 1916-17 — an increase of 41 on the number in Gan,el ‘ s 
operation during the previous school year. More than half of 
the gardens recognised were in Carlow, Cork, Kildare, Limerick, 

King's and Queen’s counties. There are still several counties 
winch have not shown any appreciable interest in this important 
branch. The report of the Inspector of the Department of Agri- 
culture and Technical Instruction on the teaching of Bural 
Science and Horticulture in the national schools shows that the 
subject is generally popular both with teachers and pupils and 
that the latter take a keen pleasure in the gardening work. The 
teachers are, as a rule, earnest, and the general standard of 
efficiency attained is satisfactory. The facilities offered bv the 
Department for the training of teachers in the subject continue 
to be fully utilised. 

Women teachers are eligible to teach this branch during the 
1917-18 school year, and girls as well as bo} r s may now earn 
grants for the instruction. Praiseworthy efforts are already 
being made by committees working in connection with the De- 
partment to provide facilities for the training of women teachers, 
and the response made on the part of the latter is encouraging. 


During the past year we have received deputations from dif- Temper- 
ferent religious bodies and from Total Abstinence Societies which ance 
have urged on us the importance of giving a greater stimulus to Lessons 
the teaching' of Temperance in the national schools. Such teach- l g c j l00 i s 
ing has for many years had a place in our ordinary programme 
of instruction, and, in response to the wishes expressed, w T e have 
extended and amplified the syllabus to be used in the schools, 
and have instructed our inspectors to inquire into the success of 
the teaching in connection with their ordinary reports. 
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Educa- By an Act of Parliament recently passed, amending the Edu- 
tion cation (Provision of Meals), Ireland, Acts, several important

be available in aid of the outlay by a local authority under these 
Acts. 

Promo - Daring the year ended 31st March, 1917, we awarded promo- 
tions of t j on to idgi ler g ra des to 249 principal teachers who had success- 
Teac,iers i u \\y complied with the ordinary conditions prescribed in our 
■ rules. Of these teachers 19 were promoted to the first section 
of first grade, 56 to the second section of fiist guide , and the 
remainder, 174, to the second grade. 

Besides these ordinary cases of promotion we have also con- 
sidered the special cases of certain principals and assistants of 
long service and exceptional efficiency. We have awarded 
special promotion to 119 principal teachers and 48 assistant 
teachers in the year ended 81st March, 1917. Of the principals, 
52 (35 men and 17 women) were placed in second section of first 
grade, and 67 (31 men and 36 women) in second grade. All the 
48 assistants (8 men and 40 women) were placed in second grade. 

Owing to the fewness of the vacant places in the first section 
of first grade we were obliged to suspend all special promotions 
to that grade during the year under review. As, however, the 
restrictions on the numbers of teachers that may be recognised 
at the same time in the higher grades have now been removed 
as from the 1st April, 1917, when the new scheme of Balanes 
came into operation, we are enabled to grant special promotion 
to the first section of first grade to all those teachers who had 
previously satisfied the prescribed conditions, and we are taking 
steps to give effect to our increased powers in this particular. 
The number of such teachers now exceeds 100. 

Incre- Triennial increments of good service salary were awarded to 
merits of 1,781 teachers in the year ended 31st March, 1917. Increases of 
Salary to capitation rate Were granted under the provisions of rule 117 (2) 
Teachers to g 3 conven t schools paid on the capitation system. 

Commis- regret to to record the death of our late colleague, the 
sioners Reverend John Courtenay Clarke, D.D., ex-Moderator of the 
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General Assembly. At our meeting of the 6th November, 1917, 
the following resolution was unanimously adopted : — 

“ The Commissioners have heard with great regret of the 
death of the Reverend J. C. Clarke, D.l)., ex-Moderator of 
the General Assembly, and at this their first meeting after the 
event wish to place on record their sense of the loss they have 
sustained in the death of a member who took such interest in 
the work of education and was so regular in bis attendance at 
the meetings of the Board.” 

The Reverend James Bingham, M.A., D.D., ex-Moderator of 
the General Assembly, has been appointed to succeed the late 
Reverend Dr. Clarke.

This shows a decrease of 45 in the number of schools in opera- 
tion when compared with the number on the 31st December, 
1915. The decrease is in a considerable measure due to the 
amalgamation of adjoining boys’ and girls’ schools, or of small 
schools in the same locality.

In addition to this sum, we had 
made grants amounting to £28,455 15s. 4d., which had not been 
ready for notification to the Board of Works. The total liabili- 
ties, therefore, on that date amounted to £72,787 18s. 7d.

In ttvo cases of the erection of new school-houses grants 
amounting in the aggregate to £ 215 10s. 7d in excess of the 
normal grants were made, as the schools aie to be built in needy 
and congested districts. Similarly in 73. improvement eases 
grants in excess of the normal were sanctioned to the amount 
of 1303 15s. 8d. 

In ’1 cases where the erection of new school-houses has been 
postponed until after the war., grants amounting to £548 Is. 7d. 
were made with the sanction of the Lords of His Majesty’s 
Treasury as an exceptional concession to meet a special 
emergency towards works necessary to render the existing 
school-houses serviceable for some time longer. This sum is 
included in the amount of the grants made towards improv- 
ing existing vested schools. 

5 . yve did not approve during the year of any application 
to the Board of Works for a loan for enlarging or otherwise 
improving an existing non-vested school-house. 

We did not approve . of any loan to provide a teachers’ 
residence, or to improve an existing residence. 

Since the year 1875, when the National School Teachers’ 
Residences (Ireland) Act came into force, 1,970 applications for 
loans, and 82 applications for grants, have been approved by 
us. In a large percentage of cases, however, the Teachers are 
as yet unprovided with suitable residences. 


On the 31st December, 1916, according to returns received 
from the managers, teachers’ residences were connected with 
2,309 ordinary schools. In 1,168 of these cases the residence 
was free ' of rent to the teacher ; the annual letting value of 
such residences being estimated at £9,106. 

6. The local aid to the salaries of the teaching staffs 
amounted to £17,126 for the year 1916. 


Day Schools in Operation : Attendance. 

7. On the 31st, of December, 1916, we had 8,118 schools in 
operation. During the year 1916, 42 schools were brought into 
operation — viz., 36 vested in the Commissioners or in trustees, 
and 6 non-vested. In 87 cases the grants were either suspended 
or withdrawn. 
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8. In addition to the schools in operation on the 31st Decern- Operativ 
her 1916, 145 schools to which building grants had been made a,K * 
were not completely built, and 33 other schools were, for various £° pera - 
reasons, regarded as inoperative. ' schools.

The teaching power in some convent and monastery schools 
is partly made up of lay assistants who, though not paid 
directly by us, are, where the Board’s requirements as to 
grading, salary, etc., are complied - with, granted valuable 
privileges in the matter of service, training, etc. On the 31st 
December, 1916, there were 60S lay assistants (of whom 47 2werc 
entitled to privileges) in 156 convent and monastery schools.

34. The Number of Trained Teachers (Principals and 
Assistants) serving on 31st December, 1916, was 10,055 being 
74' 9 per cent, of the total number of Principal and Assistant 
Teachers receiving personal salaries from the Board. 

35 - Colleges for the teaching of Irish. 

A payment of £5 is made to recognised colleges for the teaching 
of Irish in respect of each teacher who, having attended the 
required number of lessons, passes the examination at the end of 
the course and who subsequently teaches Irish satisfactorily in 
a public school for one year. In order to facilitate their atten- . 
dance at these courses, teachers are granted vacation to the 
extent of 50 daj’s in the year in which they attend a course, 
provided their schools are kept open for at least 200 days in 
such year. Nineteen colleges have been recognised, and since 
they were ojjened, 2,387 of the students have been registered as 
qualified to teach Irish as an ordinary or extra subject.

According to 
ren orts received from the Committees, the provisions of the Act 
were enforced, during the year, by 234 of these Committees. 

Under the provisions of the Act, children over 6 and under 
14 years of age, with certain exceptions, are required to attend 
school and to make 76 complete attendances in each half-year 
ending respectively the 30th June and the 31st December. 

There are 37 Urban Districts or Towns having municipal 
government, to which the provisions of the Act apply, but for 
which school attendance committees have not been appointed. 
There are 109 Rural Districts without school attendance com- 
mittees.

38. The number of schools in which the Bilingual Programme 
is in operation has increased from 36 in 1906-7'to 234 in 1916-16. 
Of the latter number, 225 schools earned the special graut for 
satisfactory instruction in this programme. 

Rural Science and Horticulture. 

39. In the school year 1915-16 there were 130 schools with 
recognised school gardens attached. Grants amounting to 
£659 10s. Od, were earned by 119 of these schools for instruction 
in Gardening. Equipment grants to the amount of £243 19s. 6d. 
were made for the year, and prizes amounting to £150 were 
also awarded. 

Merit Certificates. 

40. 375 Merit Certificates, in ordinary subjects were issued 
during the year to pupils over 13 years of age who had been 
enrolled in the Seventh Standard for one year, and who had, in 
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the opinion of the inspectors, attained satisfactory proficiency 
in English, Arithmetic, and Geography. Certificates of merit 
in technical subjects were awarded to 11 pupils over 14 years 
of age, who had been enrolled in the sixth standard for at 
least one -year, and who had, in the opinion of the inspectors, 
attained to satisfactory proficiency in the technical subject as 
well as in ordinary subjects of the school programme 

These Merit Certificates are distinct from the Higher Grade 
Certificates awarded to pupils of National Schools in connection 
with the examinations conducted by the Belfast, Dublin and 
Cork Higher Grade Certificate Committees. 

Half-time Pupils under the Factory and Workshop Acts. 

41. On the 31st December, 1916, there were 4,221 half-time 
pupils on the rolls of 1 53 schools. These schools, with the excep- 
tion of four, are in the province of Ulster (Counties of Antrim, 
Armagh, Donegal, Down, and Tyrone). The average number 
of half-time pupils on the rolls for 1916 was 4,138, and in all 
but three of the schools the “ alternate day ” system of attend- 
ance was adopted. 

The Reid Bequest. 

42. In accordance with one of the provisions of the Reid 
Bequest Scheme for the advancement of education in the County 
Kerry, the Commissioners, having considered the answering of 
the male monitors employed in the National Schools of that 
county at the annual examinations of 1916, awarded prizes 
as follows

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43. Carlisle and Blake Premiums. 


The Carlisle and Blake Premium Bund. 

1. The Commissioners of National Education are empowered 
to allocate to the teachers of ordinary National schools the 
interest accruing from certain funds at their disposal in p re . 
niiums, to be called “ The Carlisle and Blake Premiums.” 
Teachers of Model Schools, Convent Schools, or other special 
schools, are not eligible for these premiums. 

2. The interest from the accumulated funds available for 
premiums is distributed in premiums of £5 each— one for the 
most deserving principal teacher in each of the circuits every 
year, upon the following conditions : — 

(a.) that the average attendance and the regularity of the 
attendance of the pupils are satisfactory ; 

(b.) that a fair proportion of the pupils have passed in the 
higher standards ; 

(c.) that, if a boys’ or mixed school, taught by a master in 
a rural district, the elements of the sciences under- 
lying agriculture are fairly taught to the boys of the 
senior standards ; and, if a girls’ school (rural or 
town), needlework is carefully attended to ; 

(d.) that the state of the school has been reported during 
the previous two years as satisfactory in respect of 
efficiency, moral tone, order, cleanliness, discipline, 
school records, supply of requisites, and observance 
of the Commissioners’ rules. 

3. No teacher is eligible for a premium more frequently than 
once in five years.
